Are Living In Tough W orld 


\ a llo lorxr. Pa., Julv I 
I* 
President Trum an stood up beton* 
nearly 50 000 Boy Scouts last night 
and told them m an-to-m an what a 
tough world they arc growing up in. 
I? will tic an even worse world, 
the Pn .-orient said, unless all Ameri­ 
cans work for peace and freedom 
with "the same burning faith that 
inspired the men of George W ash­ 
ington’s army herr af Valley Forge ” 
Dusk wa- gathering as the Presi­ 
dent spoke He stood in the glare 
of floodlights, dwarfed by a gigantic 
Boyscout emblem which was flanked 
by the words “strengthen liberty'' 
the kevnote oi 'he Scouts.' second 
national jamboree. 
Seated shoulder-to-shoulder be­ 
fore 
Mr. 
Truman, 
their 
ranks 
stretching to the limits of the vast 
open-Air am pitheater, were Scouts 
and their leaders from 20 nations. 
On the outer fringes, some 20,OOO 
spectators craned their necks for a 
view of the scene. 
It was the largest youth gathering 
in the history of the Americas, and 
one of the largest audiences the 
President lias ever faced. 
He didn t give one of the folksy 
chats that he sometimes gives to 
boys. 
He broke away from his prepared 
speech at the outset to tell the 


Scouts they were lucky to be young 
Americans- well fed. well taken care 
of. 
“Today, 
the President said “the 
young people of Com munist-domi­ 
nated countries are being mobilized 
* and marched. . . . 
“They are being made into tools 
oi power politics, and their masters 
will not hesitate to sacrifice their 
lives if that will advance the cause 
ot Communist imperialism." 
W hat should be done about it? 
"There is only one way,“ Mr. T ru­ 
m an said firmly. “We must not re­ 
turn hate for the hate which these 
young people are being taught to 
feel toward us, We must realise they 
an* th*- victims ct .* cynical group 
of leaders. 
“We must make it clear to them 
that we believe in the fellowship of 
hum an beings.” 
The Boy Scouts, now in the second 
day of the jamboree, scattered far 
and wide—some on hikes around 
Valley Forge, others on touts of 
Independence Hall and other his­ 
toric spots in Philadelphia 
Tonight there will be monster 
campfires for 12 of the 35 sections 
into which the jamboree is divided. 
Religious services for all faiths will 
be held tomorrow, followed by an 
evening convocation with the theme 
I “Freedom Of Worship."
